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Club sets its sights on building new stadium in Chessington golf centre

KINGSTONIAN’S chairman says 
the club can “rediscover its iden¬ 
tity” after he revealed it was in 
talks to build a new stadium 
in Chessington. 

The 130-year-old club has been 
working alongside real estate de¬ 
veloper Affinity Global to build a 
stadium on Chessington Golf Cen¬ 
tre and will unveil concept draw¬ 
ings for the site next week. 

This newspaper revealed in No¬ 
vember that the centre - which is 
on greenbelt land - was being eyed 
by a developer to build 700 homes, 
a swimming pool, leisure centre 
and football pitch. 

Kingstonian chairman Mark 
Anderson said: “It will be the mak¬ 
ing of the club if we can get it. 

“Let me make it absolutely clear 
it’s not cut and dry, but it’s the 
right time to release some more 
information. 

“It’s about putting our stamp on 



something, it will be our home we 
hope for the next 100 years. 

“We will be able to generate 
revenue from our own bar, from 
hiring out the clubhouse. I’m well 
aware there’s an awful lot of work 
ahead of us.” 

A spokeswoman for Af¬ 
finity Global confirmed 
the company was in dis¬ 
cussions with Kingston 
Council on developing a 
“leisure-led hub” for the 
site. 

But Chessington coun 
cillor Rachel Reid 
claimed that coun¬ 
cillors in the area 
had received lim¬ 
ited information 
on any develop¬ 
ment, having 
only received 
a letter from 
the developer 
saying there 
would be “lim¬ 
ited incursion on 
the greenbelt” last 
week. 


She said: “All we knew was when 
that story broke back in Novem¬ 
ber we’d had that meeting with the 
leader of the council then, then we 
heard nothing until we got a letter 
in the post last week. 

“Any incursion into the green¬ 
belt is an incursion, limited or 
not.” 

Kingston councillor and Ks 
fan Jon Tolley said: “If we are 
building a football ground over 
affordable housing in Chess- 
then I do not think that 
dit. Have all the other op¬ 
tions been exhaust¬ 
ed?” 

Chessington 
north councillor 
Andrew Day said, 
in a statement 
released through 
Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s press office: 
“I support any new 
sporting and leisure 
facilities coming 
to the south of the 
borough. However, I 
also share residents’ 


concerns of over-development and 
the pressure on transport, schools 
and infrastructure that this might 
bring.” 

Ks were forced to look for a new 
stadium after AFC Wimbledon, 
the leaseholders to current ground 
Kingsmeadow, secured planning 
permission to build a 20,000-seat 
stadium in Plough Lane in Merton 
in December. 

The Dons are in advanced talks 
to sell the lease to Kingsmeadow to 
reigning Premier League champi¬ 
ons Chelsea, who plan to use the 
stadium for their women’s team. 

Ks fan Jamie Cutteridge pre¬ 
sented a petition to Kingston 
Council to secure the club’s future 
soon after the Dons gained plan¬ 
ning permission. 

He said: “It’s a really mixed kind 
of reaction really, obviously if the 
ground gets sorted the future of 
the club is secured, but what we 
want is a future in Kingston. 

“You want to be able to drink 
in the town centre before. It’s also 
going to be more difficult to get 
there.” 
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Three wards 
hit by virus 

KINGSTON Hospital doctors 
have pleaded with visitors to 
wash their hands after a fur¬ 
ther outbreak of norovirus 
left three wards under quar¬ 
antine. The vomiting bug first 
struck Hamble Ward at the 
beginning of the month and 
has now spread to another two 
wards. 

It is believed that some of 
the cases originated outside 
the hospital and were trans¬ 
ferred by patients’ visitors. 
Norovirus causes projectile 
vomiting, watery diarrhoea, 
fever, headaches and stom¬ 
ach cramps, with most people 
feeling very ill for about three 
days. But the virus can be 
very dangerous to the old and 
very young. 

It is spread by human-to-hu- 
man contact, which is why 
doctors have warned visitors 
to only come to the hospital if 
it is absolutely necessary. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “The hospital is monitor¬ 
ing this daily and has stricter 
infection control measures in 
place. Visitors are requested to 
speak to ward staff for advice 
and to wash their hands with 
soap and water.”

Council: How drunk is too drunk? 
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A 


KINGSTON councillors spent an hour debating 
what is meant by the word ‘drunkenness’ during 
the first discussion of the borough’s proposed 
new licensing policy, which aims to overhaul the 
town’s drinking culture. 

The licensing committee debated the first draft 
of the policy aimed at combating drunken revelry 
in the town centre and changing the “composi¬ 
tion” of Kingston’s nighttime economy 

But whether being drunk was necessarily a bad 
thing had the committee divided on February 23, 
with some councillors criticising what they said 
was ‘anti-pubs and clubs’ language. 

The policy states: “The council wishes to dis¬ 
courage drunkenness and the resulting anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour and nuisance to residents and to 
other visitors to the borough. 

“A key feature of its approach is therefore to 
use its influence to encourage a change in the 
composition of the borough’s night-time econo¬ 
my so it is more widely based and diverse and less 
dominated by large alcohol-led premises.” 

Committee chairman Councillor Phil Doyle 
said: “There are some health issues around al- 
cohol.This is the council wishing to discourage 
drunkenness and I don’t see anything controver¬ 
sial in that.” 

But Councillor Margaret Thompson said: “I 
have some con- 
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cerns about the 
general negative 
tone of the pol¬ 
icy It does read 
as if it is a bit of 
a battle between 
the authority 
and licensees.” 

Councillor Jon 
Tolley, who also 
runs club nights 
in the town 
through his busi¬ 
ness Banquet 
Records, added: 
“We should dis-

courage people from being drunk and disorderly, 
but while being drunk is still legal we have to al¬ 
low people to get drunk.” 

The full policy was unveiled in the same week 
that the owners of town centre cocktail bar the 
Viper Rooms successfully overturned conditions 
placed on its license after a fight outside the prem¬ 
ises last August. 

The incident came just months after the river¬ 
side venue, which replaced night club McCluskys, 
opened. 

The bar’s owner, Harewood Ltd, won a civil or¬ 


der on February 18 to return its closing time to 
3am after a time of 2am was imposed in October 
last year. A ban on two-for-one cocktail deals still 
stands. 

Harewood owner Paul Kinsey said: “This means 
that the Viper Rooms can continue to offer a great 
grown up night out to our audience. We are grate¬ 
ful to all concerned for the common-sense outcome 
to the discussions.”

Thug who slashed ex’s 
new partner is jailed 


A MAN who sliced his 
ex-girlfriend’s new partner’s 
face with a knife has been 
jailed. 

Benjamin Berlemont, 27, 
launched the savage attack 
in the hallway and kitchen 
of his ex-girlfriend’s flat in 
Central Road, Worcester 
Park, after learning that she 
was seeing someone else. 

He bombarded his former 
lover, with whom he has a 
son, with texts and calls for 
10 days before arriving at the 
flat on December 29. 

Berlemont banged on the 
glass panel of the flat’s back 
door before furiously smash¬ 
ing through the door armed 
with a knife on seeing the 
32-year-old victim. 

Inside, Berlemont slashed 
his ex-girlfriend’s new part¬ 
ner in the head, leaving 
him with deep cuts near his 


temple, lip and hand. The 
victim’s right bicep was also 
punctured in the attack and 
he needed hospital treat¬ 
ment for his injuries. 

Police officers arrived 
shortly after and convinced 
Berlemont, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, to put down the knife. 

He initially denied caus¬ 
ing the victim’s injuries and 
claimed he had been looking 
out for the welfare of his son, 
who is at primary school. 

But he admitted aggravat¬ 
ed burglary on February 17 
at Croydon Crown Court and 
was jailed for six and a half 
years last week. 

Detective Inspector James 
Carrington, said: “This was 
a violent and concerted at¬ 
tack which must have been 
terrifying for the victim. 

“Our response was deter¬ 
mined and robust.” 


Teen duo charged over 
stabbing of 15-year-old 


A TEENAGER from New 
Malden has been charged 
over a stabbing that left an¬ 
other boy in hospital with 
serious injuries. 

The 16-year-old was ar¬ 
rested on Monday Febru¬ 
ary 22 after a 15-year-old 
was stabbed in the chest in 
Wimbledon Broadway the 
previous day 

Following the stabbing, 
the area around the bus 
stops in nearby Hartfield 
Road was cordoned off by 
police. 

The New Malden teen has 
been charged, along with a 
14-year-old youth from Mit¬ 
cham, with grievous bodi¬ 
ly harm and threatening a 
person with a knife at the 
Wimbledon TK Maxx store. 

They appeared at Wimble¬ 
don Youth Court on Febru¬ 
ary 23 and will next appear

US scholar 
deported 

AN AMERICAN Shakespeare 
scholar who was stopped 
from studying at Kingston 
University after he was im¬ 
prisoned for 10 days by immi¬ 
gration police has now been 
deported. 

Dr Paul Hamilton, 42, orig¬ 
inally from the USA, was 
arrested on January 17 and 
taken to a removal centre 
despite living in the UK for 
nine years and his visa appli¬ 
cation still being considered. 

He was in the process of 
completing a research fellow¬ 
ship application for Kingston 
University, for which the 
deadline expired while he 
was detained in the Morton 
Hall Immigration Removal 
Centre near Lincoln. 

Dr Hamilton had applied 
to remain under the 10-year 
route, so had to prove he 
had friends or family in the 
UK. His claim was branded 
“clearly unfounded” by the 
Home Office with no in-coun¬ 
try right of appeal. 

At the time he said: “The 
guy who arrested me felt real¬ 
ly bad about doing it. He even 
refused to process me and 
called his superior to ask: ‘Do 
we really want to do this? Is 
this really the sort of person 
we want to arrest?’ 

“The Home Office came 
back and said I was exactly 
the sort of person they want¬ 
ed to arrest.”

KINGSTON University’s vice 
chancellor has denied “de¬ 
liberately provoking” prime 
minister David Cameron by 
debating with a speaker from 
controversial human rights 
group Cage. 

Last year Mr Cameron 
named the university as one 
of four that gave a platform 
to extremists, in one of a 
series of spats nationwide 
about the government’s Pre¬ 
vent anti-extremism strategy. 

In October 2015 Cage ad¬ 
mitted making a mistake 
after director Asim Qureshi 
described Islamic State ex¬ 
ecutioner Jihadi John as a 
“beautiful young man” dur¬ 
ing a press conference. 

Last March Mr Qureshi 
also sparked outrage by fail¬ 
ing to denounce the practice 
of stoning women adulterers 
to death during an interview. 

But Prof Julius Weinberg, 
in a letter to The Guardian 
newspaper, said open de¬ 
bate “reduces, rather than 


increases, the threat to the 
public”. He said: “I want my 
students to be faced with a 
variety of opinions, to learn 
that diversity can exist in an 
environment of courtesy and 
an appetite for learning. ” 
Prof Weinberg was writ¬ 
ing after he shared a stage in 
January with Cage outreach 
director Moazzam Begg, the 
former Guantanamo detain¬ 
ee who saw terror charges 
against him dropped in 2014, 
and Shenaz Bunglawala, 
from Mend, a group that aims 


to get Muslims involved in 
civic society 

He added: “We discussed 
how easy it is to stand up 
for the freedom of speech of 
those with whom you agree, 
and how much harder and 
how much more necessary 
it is to ensure freedom of 
speech for those that you dis¬ 
agree with.” 

Racism and marginalisa¬ 
tion, stoning of adulterers, 
and lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender rights were 
debated. 


Mr Begg said: “With the 
rise of Isis and unprecedent¬ 
ed anti-Muslim feeling across 
Britain it is easy to see why 
some might feel jittery about 
former terror suspects lec¬ 
turing on campus. 

“The initiative taken by 
Kingston University to not 
only host an event to discuss 
Prevent, but for the vice chan¬ 
cellor to chair the debate, is 
highly commendable.” 

Political journalist Ian 
Dunt said: “Julius Weinberg 
is right to stand up to the 
prime minister. Free speech 
on campus is under attack 
from two sides. 

“Firstly, from students and 
student unions themselves, 
who are increasingly no-plat¬ 
forming respectable com¬ 
mentators because they hap¬ 
pen to disagree with them on 
issues like sex work or trans¬ 
gender rights. And, secondly, 
from government efforts to 
crack down on so-called Is¬ 
lamic extremists. In many 
cases, these aren’t extremists 
at all. In others they are - but 
they are best dealt with by be¬ 
ing debated and shown to be 
wrong.” 


CRASH ARREST: A man arrest¬ 
ed over a bus crash in Kingston 
in which a university student 
was killed has been bailed for 
a fourth time. The 34-year-old 
white BMW M3 driver was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving after 
Hina Shamim, 21, died by the 
side of Penrhyn Road on March 
31, 2015. He has been bailed to 
return to a west London police 
station late this month. Miss 
Shamim was crossing the road 
to go to the university to hand in 
coursework and then meet up 
with friends. 

NEW ROADS: Three new roads 
have been added to the Can- 
bury Gardens controlled parking 
zone. These include Albany 
Park Road, Bank Lane and 
Lower Ham Road. Restrictions 
will be in force for all spaces on 
these roads between 11am and 
2pm Monday to Saturday. 

ATTACK FINE: A Surbiton man 
has been fined for beating up 
another man on New Year’s 
Eve. Fred Wykes, 22, of Donald 
Woods Gardens, must pay £225 
plus £120 compensation after 
the fight outside the Slug and 
Lettuce in Wimbledon. Wykes 
admitted the attack at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, February 18.

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KINGSTON’S MPs are divided on 
whether the UK should remain in 
the European Union. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry has said he will vote 
to stay in June’s referendum, 
while north Kingston’s Zac Gold¬ 
smith has backed Britain’s exit, or 
Brexit, campaign. 

London mayoral candidate Mr 
Goldsmith, whose father started 
the short-lived Eurosceptic Ref¬ 
erendum Party, said he will vote 
to leave, along with current Mayor 
Boris Johnson, because of “demo¬ 
cratic accountability”. 

Despite about three million im¬ 
migrants calling the capital home, 
Mr Goldsmith does not think his 
decision will harm his campaign. 

He said: “The next Mayor’s job is 
not to keep us in or out of Europe 
and it is not directly relevant to 
the mayoral contest. I don’t think 
elected politicians should flip-flop 
on the big issues.” 

Mr Goldsmith’s Labour rival 
Sadiq Khan said any ‘good’ London 
mayor would vote for the union. 


He said: “I think it is impossi¬ 
ble to be a good Mayor of London 
and not be pro-Europe - more than 
half of London’s manufacturing is 
exported to Europe.” 

Mr Berry said that while he will 
vote to stay in the EU he is also a 
Eurosceptic and will not actively 
campaign for the ‘In’ faction. 

He said: “My heart might want 


to vote to leave because I do find 
some of the EU policies restricting 
for the UK. 

“But having actively analysed 
what is on the table at the moment 
my head tells me the right decision 
is to stay in. 

“I was surprised by the num¬ 
ber of London MPs who have an¬ 
nounced they’ll vote to leave.” 


Rotarian’s 
trip to help 
fight polio 

A KINGSTON Rotarian has trav¬ 
elled to India as part of a mis¬ 
sion to immunise more than 172 
million children from polio. 

Paul Hickson, 62, of Blake- 
don Drive, Claygate, joined 106 
volunteers from Rotary groups 
across Great Britain and Ireland 
to help issue vaccines to chil¬ 
dren in the country. 

A regular at the Kingston Ro¬ 
tary club, Mr Hickson will be 
joined by volunteers from Bel¬ 
gium, Luxemburg, the USA and 
Japan. 

He said: “Since making the 
pledge in 1985 to eradicate polio, 
Rotarians have pulled together 
to combat the disease all over 
the world. It’s important that we 
don’t lose momentum if we are 
going to beat this disease. 

“Travelling to India and work¬ 
ing with fellow Rotarians illus¬ 
trates how important it is to be 
involved in community projects 
that are not just on your door¬ 
step.” 

Mr Hickson made the journey 
as part of a drive for National 
Immunisation Day on February 
21 to vaccinate children under 
the age of five in India. 

Though India was declared 
polio-free in 2014, cases in neigh¬ 
bouring Pakistan mean immuni¬ 
sation remains a priority 

Mr Hickson made the journey 
alongside his wife Christine.

Average cost shoots up £150k to £570k meaning salary of £114k and £57k savings a must 

Soaring house prices leave home 
ownership out of reach of most

THE search is on for a new 
lollipop person to serve the 
crossings for children at two 
schools. 

Kingston and Surbiton 
MP James Berry is leading 
the charge by working with 
Transport for London (TfL) 
and Kingston Council to 
make a crossing outside Our 
Lady Immaculate School 
safe. 

He was looking into the 
crossing outside the school - 
which sometimes remains on 
a green man with traffic still 
coming through, but an as¬ 
sessment is still waited on - 
and came up with the idea of 
a temporary lollipop person. 

The council confirmed 
money would be available for 
the temporary post, but when 
Mr Berry spoke to headmas¬ 
ter Timothy Sheenan he said 
they had tried to recruit 
about two years ago but did 
not have any applicants. 

Tolworth Junior School is 
also now looking for a new 
lollipop person, as the previ¬ 
ous traffic warden has just 
retired aged 83. 

Mr Berry said: “TfL are in¬ 
vestigating the crossings by 
Our Lady Immaculate but un¬ 
til this is resolved we really 
need a lollipop person to help 
the children cross safely Tol¬ 
worth Juniors are also look¬ 
ing for a lollipop person.”

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HOME buyers must earn 
£114,000 a year and have 
£57,000 savings to get on the 
borough’s property ladder. 

The average Kingston res¬ 
ident pulls down a £32,000 
salary, according to Kingston 
Council figures, and owning 
a home of their own seems 
increasingly unlikely with¬ 
out significant financial help, 
particularly for the younger 
generation. 

House prices in Kingston 
are soaring by more than five 
per cent a year, and the aver¬ 
age home now costs £570,747 
- almost £150,000 more than 
five years ago. 

Mortgage lenders expect 
prospective buyers to put 
down a 10 per cent deposit 
and borrow 4.5 times their 
annual earnings. 

Across the country, one-in- 
five young adults aged 25 to 29 
still live with their parents, 
the Office for National Statis¬ 
tics has said. 


Ellie Watmuff, 28, grew up 
in Richmond with her par¬ 
ents and was saving to buy a 
house in south-west London. 
She moved out and became a 
renter last year. 

She said: “Despite having 
a good career with a decent 
salary, the only viable way 
for me to be able to save an¬ 
ything towards a home of my 
own with my then-boyfriend 
was to continue living with 
my parents into my mid to 
late 20s. 

“The impact this had on 


my personal life was huge. 
Following the breakdown of 
my relationship, I abandoned 
plans to be a homeowner so 
I could stop living life ‘on 
hold’. I balk when I consider 
the amount of my pay that 
goes into rent and bills each 
month, but owning a home in 
London is something I’ve ac¬ 
cepted will not happen unless 
I win the lottery, so I’d rather 
enjoy the lifestyle of living in 
a big city while I can instead 
of worrying about mortgage 
repayments.” 


Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry, who has just 
bought a home in Surbiton, 
said residents might have to 
get used to “tower block liv¬ 
ing” if there are to be enough 
homes to go around. 

He said: “My main concern 
is people who work as teach¬ 
ers, nurses, and so on not be¬ 
ing able to afford to move into 
homes in Kingston. 

“Most people you speak to 
agree we need more houses 
but, in Kingston especially, 
gaining planning permis¬ 


sion is difficult. We have to 
encourage more affordable 
homes and shared ownership 
schemes. I don’t like tower 
blocks but they may be one 
of the answers.” 

Lawrence Hall, from prop¬ 
erty website Zoopla, said: 
“Kingston is expected to 
continue performing well 
given the amenities and at¬ 
tractiveness to families who 
may have been priced out of 
more central London loca¬ 
tions. This is reflected in the 
fact the average value of a 
property in the borough has 
increased by almost 5.19 per 
cent in the past 12 months.” 

Justin Gregory, 27, has just 
bought a home in Surbiton, 
but said he relied on his par¬ 
ents’ help. 

He said: “Having your 
own home gives you 
more flexibility and 
property is the best invest¬ 
ment. I lived at home for 
three-and-a-half years. I 
didn’t pay rent and my par¬ 
ents helped with the deposit.”

A DERELICT Worcester Park pub left 
abandoned for the last four years could 
soon be demolished and replaced by a 
hotel. 

Owners of the Worcester Park Tav¬ 
ern, in Park Terrace, are expected to 
submit a planning application in the 
coming months to demolish the pub 
and build a hotel on the site, which has 
been deserted since it was sold in 2012. 

Since the sale, residents have cam¬ 
paigned to see the site brought back 
into use after its state became dilapi¬ 
dated and travellers and squatters be¬ 
gan to use the site. 

June Fraser, of Vale Road, Worcester 
Park, has been running a social media 
campaign attempting to save the build¬ 
ing. 

She said: “The building has been rot¬ 
ting away. The local feeling is still very 
strong. It is an awful shame that it is 
going to be knocked down. 

“Worcester Park doesn’t really have 
that many pubs so actually I think we 
need one. Reluctantly I’m sort of ac¬ 
cepting they are going to knock the 
building down, provided they employ 
local people.” 


Previous owners The Spirit Pub 
Company sold the pub to hotel compa¬ 
ny Shahrastani Development Limited 
in 2012, but owner Shiraz Boghani has 
yet to develop the site. 

Soon after the sale travellers moved 
into the abandoned car park and in 
July 2013 the pub became the home of a 
group of homeless people. 

New Malden councillor David Fraser 
said: “The thing is there is no actual ap¬ 
plication in yet. The sooner something 


is done the better. It is a shambles, an 
eyesore. 

“It is a main road, it is near the sta¬ 
tion. A hotel would be welcome with 
the local people.” 

In 2014, The Shia Ismaili community 
proposed to the owner to convert the 
pub into a community centre, but the 
group decided on a different site after a 
petition from residents gathered more 
than 1,700 signatures. Mr Boghani was 
unavailable for comment.

Garages transformed 
into homes by council

OLD laundry rooms and garages 
have been converted into council 
homes by Kingston Council. 

As part of the constant battle 
to find homes during a housing 
shortage, a joint venture from the 
council and the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) has converted 
14 garages and laundry rooms on 
two estates. 

It cost £413,000 - £103,250 from 
the council and £309,750 from 
the GLA - to convert the build¬ 
ings into two- and three-bedroom 
flats. 

Kirsty Brown, whose family 


has lived in the Cambridge Road 
estate for 16 years, said: “This 
has made such a difference for us 
- we had our first Christmas in 
the lovely, big living room and it 
was just so wonderful not to have 
to worry about space.” 

In December 2014 it was re¬ 
ported nearly 1,800 people waited 
between two and five years for a 
council home in the borough. 

Harry Hall, chairman of the 
Cambridge Road estate residents’ 
association, said people living in 
the new homes were happy with 
them but that he thought no 
more would be built ahead of the 
regeneration planned for King¬ 
ston’s estates. 

Cllr Cathy Roberts, cabinet 
member with responsibility for 


housing, said: “This project is 
still in the very early stages, with 
work not planned for several 
years, and we need to manage our 
housing stock in the meantime. 

Cllr Tricia Bamford, former 
Liberal Democrat lead member 
for housing, said: “They are just 
carrying on what we started re¬ 
ally.” 

Renaisi, an independent com¬ 
pany which specialises in regen¬ 
eration, plans to meet residents 
in the Cambridge Road estate as 
part of the build-up to the 15-year 
regeneration project planned for 
council estates in Kingston. 

In June 2014 a claim emerged 
the council could be losing out 
on £400,000-a-year in rent by not 
letting out hundreds of garages.

A FILM crew got the 
fright of their lives when 
their prop guns were 
mistaken for real ones 
and armed police of¬ 
ficers interrupted their 
shoot. 

Tarryn Meaker was 
shooting a short film, 
That Day Comes, near 
Kingston bridge on Sun¬ 
day, February 21, when 
police armed with auto¬ 
matic weapons swarmed 
the set. 

The film maker had in¬ 
formed the Metropolitan 
Police about the shoot, at 
Hussar’s Coffee House in 
Hampton Wick, but said 
there must have been a 
breakdown in communi¬ 
cations after Surrey Po¬ 
lice officers were called to 
reports of men wielding 
handguns in the coffee 
house. 

She said: “Someone 
obviously saw, panicked, 


called the police and decided not 
to stick around. 

“The poor police officers ar¬ 
rived ready to go with real guns, 
which was unexpected. 

“I’m from South Africa so 


the guns didn’t bother me too 
much. 

“I think I was most worried I 
hadn’t done something I should 
have. 

“I was more worried we 


might get shut down than 
anything else, because I 
just wouldn’t be able to af¬ 
ford it.” 

Ms Meaker plans to sub¬ 
mit the film at festivals in¬ 
cluding the Cannes Short 
Film Corner. 

She has described the 
short as a redemption tale 
and said she felt awful that 
the highly-trained police 
team had been called out 
for a false alarm. 

But she added she was 
encouraged by their speedy 
response. 

She said: “The police 
were awesome. 

“Where I grew up, if 
you call the police and 
say there’s a guy with a 
gun here, maybe they will 
arrive in an hour or so, 
but these guys were so 
quick. 

“I would like to send 
them a thank you for being 
so understanding.”

Celebrity chef James Martin is 
getting out of the kitchen and 
heading out on the road for a live 
show that is unlike anything he has 
| ever done before. 

Having spent more than 25 years 
I working in top kitchens and marking 
1 his 20th on the television in 2016, 
I James has decided to go on tour with 
I James Martin: Plates, Mates and 
] Automobiles. 

Tackling more than just great food, 
I the show encompasses everything 
| James is passionate about. 

He told us: "We have put together 
I this action-packed fun show: food 
1 meets cars meets mates. 

"There's a bit of everything. It will 
I surprise a lot of people. It's not a 
cooking demo. There is food in it, of 
course, but there is a bit of 
something for everybody. I wanted it 
| to be a great night out." 

James, 43, said he was first 
I approached to do a live tour 15 years 
ago and has always said no to the 
idea. He said: "Then I spent the last 
five years watching everyone else do 
them - the Hairy Bikers, Paul 
Hollywood and Gino D'Acampo." 

For his own show, James was keen 
I to get the right team behind him 
and partnered up with Live Nation, 
who have organised 145,000 events 
worldwide and he embraced the 
blank slate he was faced with when 
| putting the show together. 

He said: "We have come up with 
I something you've never seen before. 

I have got 50 of my mates taking 
part. Everybody from current and 
ex-FI drivers to one of the greatest 
| chefs in the world in Mary Berry." 

It is well-known that James is a 
I proud Yorkshireman but as a young 
chef he worked in some of the 
capital's top restaurants. He even 
had a spell at Marco Pierre White's 
two-Michelin starred Harvey's (now 
Chez Bruce) in Wandsworth, where 
| Gordon Ramsey cut his teeth. 

James said: "I spent most of my 
I time wandering around London 
thinking 'what the hell am I doing 
here? I'm from a farmhouse in north 
Yorkshire'. 


"There were only five restaurants 
where you had to work as a chef if 
you wanted to be mega or train with 
mega chefs, and in Wandsworth 
there was Harvey's. There wasn't 
anywhere else. Gordon Ramsey was 
still at Harvey's then." 

Not long after he left Wandsworth, 
James opened his first restaurant in 
Hampshire, aged just 22. 

A few months later he made his 
first television appearance and 
began a professional life juggling 
the restaurant business and TV that 
continues 20 years on. 

"I do remember my first appear¬ 
ance. It was on show called Sky One 
to Three, which was a live show in the 
afternoon. I cooked for Kylie 
Minogue on the first day and the Bee 
Gees on the second. It was surreal." 

The show may have been forgotten 
by history by James still remembers 
the nerves. He said: "I was proper 
bricking it. I'm bricking it every 
Saturday but I don't show it any 
more. 

"I went to the Rugby World Cup 
and you're in Twickenham and they 
go '80,000 people' and you look 
round and go 'that's a lot of people'. 

"Then I get the viewing figures for 
Saturday Kitchen and they say 3.2 
million. It puts it in perspective." 

Saturday Kitchen, which regularly 
attracts such massive figures with its 
combination of food and chat, was a 
cornerstone of James' success (he 
announced last week that he was 
leaving after a decade fronting the 
show) which also includes several 
television series and 16 cook books. 

The key to his success and longevi¬ 
ty, James said, is staying true to 
himself and not courting fame. 

He said: "I don't follow trends. All 
this sugar, salt thing -1 don't have an 
opinion on it. People can make their 
own choices. I just carry on and cook 
the food I like to cook and hopefully 
make it interesting for people to do 
at home."

Chastillian Road, Dartford - The childhood 
home of Keith Richards. 

Spielman Road, Temple Hill, Dartford - 
Keith Richards lived here as a teenager. 

Miall Road, Sydenham - Original Stones 
bassist Bill Wyman was born in Lewisham 
Hospital in 1936 and grew up in Miall Road. 
Denver Road, Dartford - Mick Jagger's child¬ 
hood home. 

Wentworth Primary School, Dartford - Mick 
and Keith both attended Wentworth 
Primary School from 1951. 

Dartford Grammar School - Where Mick 
Jagger went to school. He left in 1961 with 
seven O-Levels and two A-Levels. 

Dartford Technical College - Keith was 
reportedly expelled in 1959 for truancy. 
Sidcup Art College - After leaving Dartford 
Technical School, promising artist Keith 
studied in Sidcup. 

Beckenham and Penge County Grammar 
School - Attended by Bill Wyman from 
1947 to 1953. 


Bexley Hospital, Bexley - Where Mick 
worked as a teenager in the 1950s. He was a 
porter and reportedly lost his virginity in a 
cupboard with a nurse. 

Dartford Train Station - The meeting that 
changed the face of pop music. On October 
17,1961, Mick Jagger was on his way to class¬ 
es at the London School of Economics. Keith 
Richards, carrying his guitar, was on his way to 
Sidcup. They recognised each other and 
struck up conversation over the records 
Mick was carrying. 

The Red Lion, Sutton High Street - 

The Stones played here several times 
in the early 1960s. Now called The 
Winning Post, the pub hosted a gig by 
the band in 1963 that was attended 
by just 30 people, but one of 
them was a promoter who 
signed them up for their 
breakthrough residency at 
the Crawdaddy Club. 

The Crawdaddy Club (The 


Station Hotel), Richmond - The Rolling 
Stones made a name for themselves in the 
early 1960s with regular slots here. 

Eel Pie Island, Richmond - The legendary 
1960s venue hosted the biggest names in 
music, from Bowie to The Who. The Stones 
had a weekly show there by 1963. 

Cheyne Walk, Chelsea - With their career 
approaching its peak, Mick and Keith bought 
houses in the more exclusive Cheyne Walk. 
Sticky Fingers, Kensington - Bill Wyman's 
restaurant, a must-visit for Stones fans, 
named after the band's 1971 album. 
Hyde Park - Days after the death of 
founder-member Brian Jones in 1969, 
the Stones played an era-defining free 
concert in Hyde Park.They returned to 
the venue in 2013 as part of their 
50th anniversary celebrations.

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A critic once said that in a 
perfect world, all movies 
would be made by the Coen 
Brothers. It's a sentiment that 
this writer certainly agrees 
with. 

Their body of work is second 
to none, so it is with no small 
amount of excitement, that 
one would bound in to the 
local cinema to see their new 
offering, Hail, Caesar! 

The plot promises to froth 
with Coen-esque wicked 
humour, intrigue and satire.

The film begins promisingly 
enough, with the familiar 
Coen pacing and character 
building.

disgruntled director (Ralph 
Fiennes), a beautiful actress 
who has fallen pregnant 
(Scarlett Johansson) and a

But more and more charac¬ 
ters are introduced (with a 
cast also including Jonah Hill, 
Frances McDormand and 
Dolph Lundgren), and though 
the makers set out to expert¬ 
ly weave their narratives as 
well as follow the central plot, 
the thread somewhat unrav¬ 
els, and we are left with a 
rather meandering tale. 

It is punctuated with know¬ 
ing satire and commanding 
performances, but little time 
is taken to invest in the char¬ 
acters and their problems.

RTGAGEMATTERS 

MARK HARRIS looks at ways of lowering the cost of your mortgage... 


It's likely to be your single biggest 
outgoing every month, so there's 
every reason to make sure your 
mortgage is as cost-effective as it 
can be. 

However, there's no one-size- 
fits-all solution: the full cost of 
your mortgage often comes down 
to a combination of things you 
can't change (the current rate of 
interest, the value of your home) 
and things you can (your credit 
score, savings and, of course, 
the deal you choose). 

One thing you're in full control 
of is how much legwork you're 
prepared to put in - and the 
more searching, fact-checking 
and cross-referencing you do, the 
better the deal you're likely to find. 

Although the type of rate you're 
on is clearly a factor, the true cost 
of a mortgage is often buried in the 
fees. Remortgage fees, arrangement 
fees, legal fees and more can run 


into the thousands if you're not 
careful. 

Seasoned homeowners probably 
know the score with mortgage rates 
by now: fixed rates give certainty, 
variable rates are a bit of a gamble 
that may or may not pay off. In 
either case, you'll often be offered 
an initial special rate for a period of 
two, three or five years, after which 
your rate will revert to a higher one. 

This is why it's a good idea to take 
a good look at any exit fees for 
moving your mortgage to a new 
lender. If you plan to shop around 
when that attractive initial rate 
ends - as a savvy borrower should - 
your good work could be undone by 
a heavy exit fee. 

If you can afford to make extra 
payments, go ahead - as long as 
you've run the maths. It effectively 
shortens your mortgage term, so 
you'll pay less interest overall and 
that can make a huge difference - 


especially if you're on a variable 
deal and interest rates begin to rise. 
However, your provider might try to 
counteract this in a number of ways. 

Your mortgage might have extra 
payment penalties built in, so 
crunch the numbers and make sure 
you're overpaying enough to make 
the interest reduction worth your 
while. Or instead of charging you, 
your lender might automatically 
reduce your monthly payment to 
compensate. If they do this, get in 
touch with them to discuss your 
overpayment options (if any). 

Finally, don't forget to make sure 
your credit record is up-to-date 
before applying for a mortgage or 
remortgage. If you've had any credit 
troubles in the past which have now 
been resolved, it should be reflect¬ 
ed in your record or you might miss 
out on the more competitive deals.

SOUTHEND’S Paul Whittak¬ 
er clocked a season’s best 
time to cruise to victory in 
the Kingston half-marathon 
on Sunday, writes Stuart 
Amos. 

The 26-year-old crossed 
in one hour eight minutes 
36 seconds to beat Epsom 
& Ewell Harrier Ollie Garrod 
(1.12:55) into second place. 

Former Great Brit¬ 
ain hockey international 
Natalie Seymour, a Thames 
Turbo triathlete and 
Teddington Swimming 
Club member, was the first 
woman home as she 
finished 41st in 1.25:53. 

Jennifer Rich was sec¬ 
ond, behind Seymour, in 
1.27:13 as she finished 58th 
overall. 

Former St Mary’s Univer¬ 
sity student Danny Davis, 
now running for Leeds City 
Athletics Club, won the 



men’s 10km race in 31:08, 
with Windsor, Slough, Eton 
& Hounslow AC athlete 
Nicole Swaffield, pictured 
above left with Davis, claim¬ 
ing the women’s race win in 
38:20. 

Davis finished ahead of 
Clapham Chasers’ Nathan 
Smeaton (33:28) in second 
and Kingston University 
student Kieran Gilfedder 
(33:50) in third. 

Swaffield was three min¬ 
utes 30 seconds ahead of 
nearest challenger Epsom 
Oddballs’ Becky McNicho- 
las (41:50). 

More than 1,500 athletes 
took part in the half-mara- 
thon and 10km races - a key 
event in the build up to the 
London marathon. 
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KEEPER Rob Tolfrey and 
striker Andre McCollin were 
the heroes as Kingstonian 
secured a Robert Dyas Cup 
final berth on Monday night, 
but boss Tommy Williams 
was far from happy. 

Tolfrey, captain on the 
night, saved two Wingate 
& Finchley penalties as Ks 
earned a 4-2 shoot-out tri¬ 
umph after the scores had 
finished level at 2-2. 

A McCollin brace had Ks 
2-1 up inside 15 minutes, but 
they were not the same team 
after Wingate keeper Bobby 
Smith was stretchered off 
with a suspected dislocated 
shoulder midway through 
the first half. 

Billy Healey levelled mat¬ 
ters for the visitors early 
in the second half and Ks - 
who were dreadful after the 
break - were left hanging on 
for a penalty shoot-out vic¬ 
tory eventually delivered by 
Tolfrey. 

And Williams, who saw his 
side draw 0-0 at struggling 
Needham Market on Satur¬ 
day, has promised to bring in 
at least one new face to give 
his side a boost. 

“It was great to get through 
to the cup final, but I’m dis¬ 
appointed with the second 
half,” he said. 

“We looked flat, no tem¬ 
po, didn’t pass the ball and 
we didn’t turn them around 
when we needed to. 

“We got ourselves into a 
cup final, but the dressing 
room is flat having churned 
out probably our worst per¬ 
formance of the season in the 
second half.”
